‘IMPORT 
SUPREME COURT. 


SOLVENT CREDITS CAN BE TAXED BY 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


It will be seen from the following 
highly important decision by the £a- 
preme Court of North Carolina, deliv- 
ered on Monday last, that that tribunal 
has decided that State Legislatures can 
tax solvent credits; also that they can 
tax such bank notes as are not expressly 
exempted from taxation by Acts of Con- 
gress =. 
Ruffin v3. Commisssoners of Orange.

So it would seem that she had no, 
mogey atalland ought not to have listed 
any. But still, having listed it improperly 
as money, the question remains miust the 
defendant strike it out? Suppose it it was 
wrong to listilas “money,” and right to 
list ilas a “credit,’ and the tax is the 
Same on each, it would seem to be a vain 
thing tostrike itout of one column and 
put it into another, What the pleintiff 
desires and what he asks for, is to have the 
item of deducted from the aggregate. 
If the aggregate is not to be changed then 
it makes no difference to her in what col- 
umns the items stand. The plaintiffs 
counsel answers this view by the sugges- 
Lion that if posted as a credit, she would 
be entitied lo deduct from the amount any 
debt which she may owe. And that is 
true. Thisdificulty might be avoided if 
she hau alleged in her petitiop that she 
Was not iiabie to list it as money, for the 
reason given, bor as a solwent credit, be- 
Cause she was indebted in sucb sum, But 
she Makes no such allegation, and, there- 
tore, We suppose Lhe fact is not so, but still 
as it seems notto have been considered in 
this light, either in the Court below, «r by 
the commissioners, or by the plaintiff ia 
her application, she ought to have an op- 
portunity of showing that she does owe 
debts Which ought tu be deducted rom her 
credits,” 

We think his Honor was in error tn 
holding that the plainti!l's deposit rematin- 
ed her money, either as LU. S. Treasury 
notes or National bank bill. And that he 
ought to have held it to be credit” to 
be listed, subject to any debt which the 
laintif? owed; and that he cught to have 
mad an enquiry astothat fact. The judg- 
ment below is reversed. Andif the piain- 
tif? move, the case willl be remanded, that 
the fact of the indebtedness may be en- 
quired into, 

The point most discussed at this bar was, 
whether United States Treasury notes and 
National Bank biils were liable to taxa- 
tion by the State. And a:though as 
have seen, it is not mecessary to the 
the decision of the case, yet, as his Hon- 
or’s judgment was based upon it, and as 
it is amatter of general interest, it may be 
proper that we should express our opinion 
upon it, It seemed to be settivd by nu- 
microus cases In the United States Suprenic 
Court, citedin plaintiffs bret, beginnings 
with MeCullock vs. Bank ot Maryland, 
that United States Treasury notes cannot 
be taxed by the State, because tiey are of 
means used for the support and adminis- 
istration of the United States government, 
AndifaState could tax them, then un 
friendly States might so tex them as to 
destroy their usefulness ; and it that way, 
and to that extent, destroy the United 
States government. And it is equally well 
settied that the United States government 
cannottax any oi the necessaryjmeans used 
to administer the State government. 
But whether a State can tax National 
Bank bills seems to be a debatable ques- 
tion. The case cited against the power of 
the State is Veazie Bank vs. Fennos Wal 
533. Wedo not think that case supports 
the position. Itis there decided by a dli- 
vided court that Congress may tax the 
circulation of Banks chartered by the 
State. Andthatalthough the tax was so 
heavy—about i6 per cent,—as to destroy 
them. It is not pretended that this tax 
could have been im »ifthe Bank had 
been chartered for the use of the State, and 
‘as a means of administering ygovern- 
ment, Butitisgput upon the ground 
that*they are corporations for private 
profits, And as the power of Con- 
gress to tax the circulation of State Banks 
depends upon whetner they are for the use 
of the State Government, or fo. private 
profits; so the power of the State to tax the 
circulation of National Banks depends 
upon whether they are for the UnitedStates 
Government or for private profit. It is 
true they are authorized by Congress as a 
curreacy convenient and useful for circala- 
cion, just as State Bank bills»re authoriz- 
ed by the State. But in neither case have 
they necessarily apy connection with the 
Government, The act of Congress authbor- 
izing National Banks imposed a tax on 
their circulation of 2 per cent, and surely 
that would not have been if they had been 
regarded as a part of the Government, as 
that would have been the same as for the 
Government to tay itself. The truth is that 
the United States Government has no in- 
terest in National Banks, It authorizes 
them in order to provide a currency, not 
for the Government but for the people, and 
it has the power to regulate and protect 
them, Tothisend it provides forthe re- 
demption of their notes, protects them 
from the imposition of couaterfeits, and 
from injurious competition of State Banks 
by aheavy tax on State Bank bills, and 
no doubt might further protect them by 
forbidding the States totax touem. But this 
has not been done, and until it isdone we 
suppose the State has the power to tax 
them. Itseems that all that is to be in- 
ferred from the decision in Veazie Bank vs. 
Fenno, supra is, not taat National Bank 
bills are exempt, but that Congress hastie 
power to exempt them from State taxa- 
tion. heversed., READE, J.

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE 


Our State exchanges of both parties 
have very properly refrained from dis- 
cussing the Constitutional amendments 
to be submitted to the people for ratifi- 
cation or rejection, on the first Thursday 
in August next. 

The necessity for the adoption of the 


proposed alterations is so apparent that 


both parties in the Legislature united 
in voting for their passage, and the sub- 
ject was taken out of the pale of mere 
party discussion. 

The moderation, the temper, the prac- 
tical judgment and the ardent patri- 
otism of the leading Conservatives in 
the Legislature were not without their 
effect upon the Radical members. The 
prudence and good management of the 
former, if they did not control their 
opponents, unquestionably had a ten- 
dency to restrain party bitterness and 
to repress exhibitions of party malevo- 
lence. 

It is true that in the debate on the 
Amnesty bill, the cloven foot ot Radi- 
calism would now and then be protru- 
ded, and a little demagogism aad con- 
siderable party spleen were brought to 
the surface ; but with the exception of 
the discussion on that question, the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature, in the 
measures pertaining to public affaim, 
were generally characterized by an ab- 
sence of political rancor; and the feel- 
ing between the two parties was less 
bitter, decidedly, than at any time since 
the reign of carpet-bagism was inaugu- 
ted in the State. 

The Conservatives were anxious that 
all the amendments first proposed in the 
bill to alter the Constitution be adopt- 
ed. These amendments could not be 
passed without securing the votes of a 
large number of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature. The Conserva’ 
tives did not have a sufficient majority 
iin both Houses to pass them in the 
manner the organic law required. Alone, 
the party was powerless to effect any 
constitutional reform. Without aid 
from the Radical ranks, all the amend- 
ments would necessarily fall through. 
The Conservatives managed to secure 
that aid to a great extent, and thus sev- 
eral of the most important amendments 
were passed. 

True, we wanted them all, but on the 
principle that a half loat is better than 
no loaf, we ought to be thankful for the 
sake of the people, for what we did get. 

But we must not give all the credit 
to our own friends for all that was done. 
We have snid that, without the assis- 
tance of the Radicals all the amend- 
ments would have failed, and we have 


claimed that it was owing to the good 
judgment and patriotism of cur leaders 


in both Houses of the Legislature that 
the amendments were not made party 
issues. It would have been a very easy 
matterto have driven the Radicals 
off from supporting the changes 
of the organic law. And 
looking at the matter in a strictly party 
view, it would in all probabitity have 
benefited the Conservatives if they had 
witwyca tLeir opponents, in a body, 
against all the umendments. But if 
this policy had been pursued ,the amend- 
ments would have been defeated—the 
State of North Carolina would have 
suffered —the burden imposed by certain 
clauses of the Constitution, which we 
propose to lift away, would have con- 
tinued to oppress our people indefinite- 
ly-—-without any earthly prospect of 
removal. But our opponents came to 
the rescue of the State, and joined 
hands with us in an effort to give some 
relief from the hardships of the carpet- 
bag instrument which is a disgrace and 
& blot upon North Carolina. The Rad- 
icals in the Legislature who voted 
against the amendments were influenced 
by the spirit which actuated Hyman, 
the colored Senator from Warren. Har- 
ris, the colored Senator from Wake, 
asked the Speaker of the Senate to per- 
mit Hyman to change his vote, which 
had been cast against one of the amend- 
ments, Hyman replied that he knew 

his own business better than Harris— 

that he did not desire to change his 

vote—that he intended to oppose all 
the amendments, and would not vote 
for the alteration of the Constitution in 

any particular. Harris twitted him by 
retorticg that Hyman opposed the 

amendments from party spite, because 
they were introduced by Democrats and 
that if the Ten Commandments were 
offered by a Democrat he believed that_ 
Hyman would vote against them. Hy- 

man rejoined that he would—because 
he would believe there was some trick 

at the bottom of it. But most of the 

influential Radicals in both branches of 
the Legislature voted for the amend- 

ments which received the constitutional 

majority. Their most active supporters 

on the Radical side in their respective 

Houses were Badgerand Harris of Wake, 

and it is doubtful whether without their 

efforts the amendments would have re- 


ceived the necessary Republican aid. 
The election is a highly important 


one and should not be allowed to go by 
default. All the friends of constitu- 
tional reform should go to the polls and 
cast their ballots There a is possible 
danger that the apathy now existing in 
regard to the election may prove disas- | 
trous. The first Thursday in August is 
near at hand—a little over four weeks 


off. There is no party feeling and con- 
sequently no excitement. The amend- 
ments will be passed by an overwhelm- 
ing majority if a large vote is polled. 


THE CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 
The brutal, indecent and shameless 
lettors of Mansfield Tracey Walworth to 
his wife, produced upon the trial of 
young Walworth, now going on in New 
York, have had considerable effect in 
changing the tide of public sentiment 
in behalf of the murderer. 

All who have read these letters must 
acknowledge that the deceased was a 
low ard infamous wretch—ac unfeeling 
monster--a vile, heartless, unprincipled 
fiend ! 

We belicve that the jury will acquit 
the murderer, and that the popular ver- 
dict will approve their action. 

The change of feeling in tavor of the 
prisoner has been very apparent since 
the iniroduction of the Walworth let- 
ters, and if the counsel for the defen- 
dant should fail to establish the plea of 
insanity, which has been set up in his 
defence, the jury will yet find some 
ground or other on which they will 
bring in a verdict of not guilty. 


A DUEL BY NEW Y¥YORKERS. 

The Northern papers that have re; 
cently read the South such dnteresting 
homilies on the crime of duelling, may 
now turn their batteries with cftect upul” 
some offenders nearer home and seek to 
reform the evil in their own midst. 

The latest sensation in New York is 
the duel recently fought on the Canada 
side between two New York brokers, 
who, owing to the stringency of the law 
of their State against duelling, con- 
cluded to settle their difficulties on 
foreign soil. 

Only one shot was exchanged, with 
ordinary duelling pistols, at ten paces. 
The aggrieved party took deliberate 
aim at his antagonist, and the bullet 
passed in dangerous proximity to his 
person, but did not take cflect. The 
other, after the smoke had cleared away, 
slowly raised bis weapon, discharged 
the bullet in the air, and thus ended 
the affair. 


SOMETHING PRATICAL. 

The Educational Convention meets in 
this city on the 9th inst.

XECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Raleigh, June 9th, 1873. 


Be it Known to all whom it may concern: 

That in conformity with section 8, chap- 
ter 155 of the acts of the General Assembly 
passed at the session of 1872-'73, in relation 
4 amendments of the Constitution of the 
State: 

I, Top R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
Stute of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, IS73,in the Raleigh “Daily 
Sentinel,” the “Daily Era’ and the “Daily 
NEwWs", published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time in the following 
Weekly popes published in the various 
Congress! onal Districts of the State to-wit: 

First District—* North Carolinian,” Eliza- 

Secon yistrict—" News,”’ Goldsboro: 

Thir Jistrict—“Statesman,” 

Ville; “Star,” Wilmington, 

Fifth District—* New North State.” 

Six Ch : 
“Spirit of the South,” 

Seventh District—* American,’ States- 
ville; “Watchman,” Salisbury. 

Eighth District—“Pioneer” and “Ex posi- 


tor,’ Asheville. 

That portion of the preamble ordered to 
ae nee is in the foliowing words, 

O-WI1L: 

“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
three times in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Consti.ution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works ; alte: ation in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation ; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration ip relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Commis- 
sioners ; alteration in relation to Federal

“It shall be the duty of the Sheriffs in

aiternoon, When all persons qualified to 
vole according to the Constitution, ma 
vote for or against the ratification of coh 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary oo to vote with a 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments,’”’ 
The attention of Connty Commissioners 
and Ipspectors of the Election is also ealled 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that separate ballot-boxes

Pleasure of the Seaside. 
Vue De L’Eav Horst, June, 26 “73. 

Editors Daily News: The memora- 
ble 24th of June, so full of pleasant an- 
ticipaticns when I last wrote you from 
Oxtord, found me on board the steamer 
Mystic, bound for this popular Summer 
resort. Untoreseen circumstances pre- 
vented the cup of pleasure in which T 
had hoped to indulge with the friends 
of our North Carolina Orphan Asylum 
on that day, and to restore the tone of 
languid nature, I came here with friends 
to enjoy the invigorating air of Vue de 
L’Eau. Werelan artist I could sketch, 
trom the window in my room, scenes 
that might induce you, with other high- 
landers to comethis way.

weave a witchery around the subject, 
but they may view it bathed in golden 
sunshine‘ in the serene twilight of sum- 
mer evening, when the wind is rising 
with ics wild and moaning sound, be- 
fore the gale is felt on shore, and its 
affects visable on the bosom of the see, 
orasit stretched outin slumber, 
and sure am [, the impression made 
would be, as with me, exceedingly 
agreeable. 

Now, Mr. bachelor editor, are you 
not curiousto hear something about 
the Fat and Fare? To the 
first] make my bow. The graces 
which distinguish woman with ber per- 
sonal accomplishments, majestic stature, 
with elegant forms displaying hands 
and arms of delicacy and beauty, aflable, 
insinuating, dignified sprightly 
manner, with bright eyes and fine com- 
piexions combined with the finest musi 
cal skill and melodious voices are well 
represented here, and worthy of admi- 
ration.
